BEFORE GRAND JURY 



George Estes, removed from 
the Patie A. ( lay hospital recent- 
ly and ])laced in the Madison 
county jail, has been taken to Ir- 
vine, where, it is understood, he 
gave testimony before the listill 
county ,£^rand jury concerning the 
tragedy of August 20, whieri Chief 
of Police R. G. Pliili)ot and Dep- 
uty Sheriff Henry Reed died as a 
result of a gun battle, and himself 
and l^etective JosepU Spivy were 
injured by bullets. 

It is known there is a charge 
of murder against Kstes, over 
whom the trouble started, when 
he arrived late at night with a 
quantity of whisky, it is said, in a 
suitcase, and this was demanded 
of Deputy Reed by Philpot, when 
the troulile started. Estes was 
brought to the local hospital suf- 
fering from, woTunds as a result of 
being shot, and hovered for sev- 
eral weeks between life and death. 
He was not returned to the Mad- 
ison jail and will in all ])rol)ability 
be kept in the Irvine jail until the 
time for his trial. Upon- being 
brought to Richmond Estes ad- 
mitted having a quantity of whis- 
ky in the suitcase, and federal of- 
ficers were seeing to it that he did 
not escape the hos{)itaT. However 
the charge of murder, if this is 
sustained, and pressed first, will 
doubtless take precedence over 
the charge pf illegally transport- 
ing intoxicating liquors.

Groceries Very Soon 

(By Associated I'ress) 

Chicago, Sept. 27 — Sol Westor- 
ficld, })resident of the Retail Gro- 
cers' Association, in a statement 
today predicted a general reduc- 
tion of food prices, excepting milk 
and butter. He said high interest 
on bank loans made price cutting 
necessary for producers to move 
tlieir crops. He asserted, although 
to sortffe producers and distribu- 
tors it might mean a loss, "the 
nation as a whole would benefit 
and return to normal conditions.'"
